Of Divorce Laws 


WINNIPEG, March 5—(CP)—The 
Manitoba Legislature last night 
gave second reading to a bill to 
amend the Manitoba Evidence Act 
by permitting admission of evidence 
by a husband or wife in divorce 
case involving the legitimacy of a 
child, 

In presenting the bill Attorney- 
general J. O. McLenaghen said 
hundreds of war veterans had re- 
turned to Canada after six years 
overseas to find unfaithul wives 
and a child two or three years old, 
These men, he said, had obvious 
grounds for divorce. 

But because of a case Jaw dating 
back to a ruling by Lord Mans- 
field in 1777, they were legally 
prevented from testifying in court 
it was impossible for them to have 
had access to their wives for the 
duration of their stay overseas,

Adverse weather conditions dur- 
ing the growing season resulted in a 
sharp decline in the yield of the 
chief grain crops for the year. The 
gross value of grain is estimated at 
$148,199,000, a decrease in value of 
$55,000,000 compared with the pre- 
vious year, Root and fodder crops 
are valued at $26,423,000 as compar- 
ed with $29.998.000, a decrease of 
$5,575,000. The total value of field 
crops is shown at $174,622,000 against 
$251,2153,000 for the year 1944, a 
decrease of $56,591,000, 

THE PRODUCTION OF SUGAR 
beets totalled 363,000 tans, an in- 
crease of 26,000 tons over the pre- 
vious year. This increase was due 
primarily to an increase of 1600 
acres in the area seeded to sugar 
beets as compared with 1944, It is 
of interest to note that the four 
sugareproducing Provinces of Can-

Govt. Ministry 
To Branch Out 
In Coming Year 


The year-old department of eco- 
nomic affairs expanding into 
other fields, according to estimates 
for the province which were tabled 


Monday night in the Legislative 
Assembly by Premier Ernest Man- 
ning, provincial treasurer 

ONE NEW BRANCH of the de- 
partment will be devoted to hous- 
ing, the estimates reveal, the branch 
to be headed by a director to be 
paid $3,400, while expenses of his 
office will run to $1,116 more which 
includes a stenographer, extra as- 
sistance and cost of living bonus. 

The new director will have a car, 
operation of which is estimated to 
cost $1,500 while other expenses of 
the department run to $2,450, or a 
total oppropriation for the new de- 
parture of $8,466. 

Another new branch of the gov- 
ernment will be that of “Promotion 
fof Cultural Activities”, for which 
there a total appropriation of 
$12,516, the great part of which 
jcomes under the heading of ex- 
penses which are estimated as 
$9,000. This new department has a 
director at a salary of $2,400 at its 
head. 

A BILL WAS INTRODUCED in- 
to the assembly Monday afternoon 
under which the new branch is to 
operate and which allows for the 
establishment of boards “whose 
functions shall be the encourage- 
|ment, co-ordination, expansion and 
|development of different aspects 
jof cultural life of the province and 
in particular, library facilities in 
both urban and rural districts, 
music, art, drama, handicrafts and 
physical recreation”. 

The bill authorizes the boards to 
raise funds by publie subscription 
to be used in the promotion and 
advancement of the field of cul- 
tural activity in which it en- 
gaged. But board members may be 
re-imbursed only for out of pocket

his re-establishment credit for the 
purpose of repaying any debt to 
the crown, that he will probably 
be granted the necessary authority 

But the committee felt, appar- 
ently unanimously, that to put the 
specific authority in the act, might 
lead the veteran to believe that he 
was obligated to use his credit for 
Such a purpose, whether he wanted 
to or not, And there was an even 
greater danger that departmental 
officials might decide that they had 
the right to require him to use it 
for such a purpose, 

NOW ONE OF THE principal 
underlying considerations in all the 
legislation providing for the pay- 
ment of gratuilies and re-establish- 
ment eredits, that they are 
exempt from taxation of every 
kind, they may not assign or pledge 
it, nor can anybody apply for an 
attachment on it, The gratuities 
can be paid only to the veteran con- 
cerned (except where he is de- 
ceased and they are payable on the 
same basis to his next-of-kin), and 
the re-establishment credit may be 
paid only to some person specific- 
ally named by the veteran for an 
approved purpose, In other words 
these are payable to, or for the vet- 
eran, and in no other way. 

It was explained by W. 8S. Woods, 
deputy minister of veterans’ affairs, 
that this order was passed to per- 
mit veterans to repay monies which 
have been loaned to them from cer- 
tain contingency funds. It would 
also have permitted the use of the 
credit to repay over-payments or 
income tax. 

ONE MEMBER OF THE commit- 
tee explained the feeling this way 
“It also give some one a power to 
high pressure him (the veteran) 
into something that he might not 
otherwise want to do, I do not see 
any reason for it at all, I do not 
like the business ef definitely 
specifying the crown.”
